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Plans For Bond Drive Dropped; Con 


Montor May Head 1950 UJA

NEW YORK—A proposed $250,000,000 bond drive for Israel 
housing scheduled to get underway this fall has been cancelled to 
clear the way for the 1950 United Jewish Appeal, it was reliably 


jearned this week. 


Henry Montor, director of the 1949 UJA, who has insisted he 
will not take a top post in the 1950 drive and who was scheduled 
to have an active role in the bond loan campaign, has reconsidered 


that stand. 


Montor, whose role in the 1949 drive launched a major strug- 
gle last spring in U. S. Zionism, is scheduled to meet Monday with 
leaders in New York to make a definite decision on whether 


to head the 1950 drive. 


The decision to drop the bond drive was reached after lengthy 
deliberations involving the Israeli Government, the Jewish Agency 
and major U. S. fund-raising groups. 

Feared UJA Drive Undependable 

The plan originally was organized out of fear that the UJA 

eould not be depended on to supply the money needed for immedi- 


ate resettlement needs in Israel. 


It had been scheduled to be launched late this year, to prevent 
interference with the windup of the current UJA campaign. It had 
also been scheduled to end no later than next March 1, to leave 
the way open for launching of the 1950 drive. 

It was reported that there was no division of opinion on drop- 
ping the huge bond drive. The deliberations followed negative 
reactions to announcement of the proposed drive, reactions which 
in many cases took the form of fears that such a drive would kill

They recalled the savage fight 
waged by the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America to retain control 
of the United Palestine Appeal, 
largest of the UJA constituent 
agencies, last spring, as an indi- 
cation of the probable attitude 
of other top Zionist groups in the 
U. S. 


The JTA reported that the con- 
ference set up a special commit- 
tee to work out a program for 
licensing and control of multiple 
campaigns in the U. S. Several 
U. S. Jewish leaders at the con- 
ference stressed the fact that the 
1950 UJA drive may face serious 
difficulties. They urged the inte- 
gration of fund-raising programs 
and the coordination and plan- 
ning in the part of major recog- 
nized organizations which con- 
duct independent drives.

NEW YORK—Rabbi Irving J. Miller, chairman of the executive committee of the American 
Jewish Congress, this week blasted a newly-formed internal opposition group in the Congress as a’ 
“tiny minority” seeking to “foist” its views on the majority. 

The new Committee for a Democratic American Jewish Congress opened operations last week 
with a call to the membership to oust the present leadership at the forthcoming national conven- 


tion which opens Nov. 9. 

Rabbi Miller, in a statement to 
The Post, hinted that the splin- 
ter group was serving as a 
front for Jewish Communists, 
who lost their foothold in the 
Congress when the pro-Commun- 
ist Jewish Peoples Fraternal 
Order and the American Jewish 
Labor Council were ousted last 
June. 

Tops Many Rumors 

Announcement of the new in- 
ternal opposition group climaxed 
months of rumors of dissatis- 
faction over policies of the na- 
tional leadership since the death 
earlier this year of Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise, founder of the pro-Zion- 
ist, militantly agressive Jewish 
organization. 

The new spinter group estab- 
lished headquarters at 401 Broad- 
way, about a mile away from 
the national office of the Cong- 
ress. A release announced that 
Rabbi Shephard Z. Baum of New 
York, former national director of 
organization for the Congress 
and currently a member of its 
national executive committee, is 
chairman, 

“An autocratic few have seized 
control of the American Jewish 
Congress,” the Committee for a 
Democratic American Jewish 
Congress (CDJC) announced. 
“Expulsions and threats of expul- 
sions are the order of the day. 
Top professionals brazenly in- 
tervene in division and chapter 
elections.” 

The release also charged that 
“the express mandates of the 
1948 convention are shamefully 
violated. A handful of officers, 
aided by a ruthless professional 
bureaucracy, attempts to en- 
trench itself in office by dicta- 
torial and authoritarian meth- 
ods.” 

Hit Rabbi Miller 

The new CJDC sharply criti- 
cized Rabbi Miller, Shad Polier, 
vice president, his wife, Justine 
Wise Polier, president of the 
wonmen’s division, and Dr. David 
Petegorsky, executive director. 

The splinter group also issued 
volumn 1, No. 1 of “Spotlight,” 
which listed nine specific charges 
against the present leadership. 
They were: 

The Nine Charges 

1. Gagging Congress members 
whose views do not coincide with 
the administration and refusing 
to clear them as speakers, 

2. Censuring the president and 
executive board Queens’ Women’s 
division “for daring to ask Mayor 
William O’Dwyer to act against 
the revival of pro-Nazi groups in 
Yorkville.” 

3. Revoking the charter of the 
largest and most active Cong- 
ress chapter in Detroit “on most 
flimsy grounds.” 

4. The expulsion of the Jewish 
People’s Fraternal Order and 
the American Jewish Labor 
Council at “a time when unity 
is more essential than ever and 
in clear defiance of the decisions 
of the last convention.” 

5. Attempting to keep the staff

9. Invading and _ interfering 
with the election of the largest 
Congress chapter in the Bronx.

The first issue charged that 
expulsion of the pro-Communist

ress at a special meeting held on 
June 20. 

The opposition group char- 
ged that the national office 
held up division leaflets and 
banned postcards to President 
Truman protesting the freeing 
of Ilse Koch, the witch of Buch- 
enwald, and Fritz Kuhn, former 
head of the German-American 
bund. 

“A number of divisions were 
threatened with public attack for 
picketing the pro-Nazi German 

Fair at Rockefeller center,” the 
opposition said. “Even now at- 
tempts are made to stifle the 
vicious anti-Semitic statements 
uttered by Sen. Tom Connally to 
a sub-committee of the national 
delegation.” 
Earlier Defense

WHAT ISRAEL URBANITES NEED 
IS A STUYVESANT HOUSING PLAN 


By M. Z. FRANK 
- ISRAEL I have often come across the remark expressed in cer- 

tain circles that the woman in Israeli cities has a particularly hard 
time. By certain circles, I mean, first of all, the Americans and immi- 
grants from other English-speaking countries and, a 
in the next line, professional and middle-class peo- eg 
ple familiar with the American or Western stand- 
ard of living. 





Israel is a pioneer country. Its cities began a gen- 
eration ago had hardly even the comforts of East 
European standards. 

Now this relative backwardness is evident, most 
of all, in those things which the housewife feels: hot 
and cold water, good plumbing, an automatic wash- 


as. 


ing machine, a pressure cooker, a refrigerator and all that host of 
little gadgets that make America such a comfortable country to live 
in. 


But there is more to it. With the exception of the thin layer 
of real bouregeois, the city woman in Israel is a working woman, 
The proportion of married women who werk, at least among 
my friends and acquaintances, is larger in Israel than in Ameri- 


ea. The women naturally feel the lack of modern conveniences 
even more, especially if they came from the West. 


In the kibbutzim, where the woman, like the man, is soldier in 
an army of volunteers, the army, that is, the kibbutz, takes care of 
the children and takes other household duties off the woman’s hands. 
Where the kibbutz has been in existence for a number of years 
the woman has relative comfort and freedom relief from drudgery. 
But not the middle class or professional woman in the cities. What 
that woman needs is an Israeli version of such building projects 
as the Stuyvesant or Peter Cooper, or the more advanced projects 
with communal kitchens, kindergartens, schools—and, of course, 
refrigerators and washing machines. 


The Zionist Organization of America, or some other body of 
American Jews who are genuinely anxious to introduce the blessings 
of American civilization to Israel, ought to take an interest in such 
a scheme. It might be run on a purely business basis—by a group 
of builders—or on a semi-commercial basis by an organization look- 
ing for a worthwhile project in Israel. 

The building of a thousand such apartment units would, in the 
first place, help out a thousand such households. More than that, 
it would serve as a model for others to strive for. For the next 
decade or so, Israel will have to build a great many houses in a 
hurry, and these will be barracks, prefabricated shacks, quonset 
huts and plain ordinary slums. The fast rate of immigration makes 
this sort of thing inevitable. But we ought to look ahead. We don't 
want all Israel for all time to consist of shacks, quonset huts and 
slums. A couple of building projects such as outlined above will 
point the way to improvement in the future. 


In the Palestine POST in February, during my last visit in 
Israel, an article appeared on the subject I have discussed, by Nadia 
Stein, director of WIZO in Tel Aviv. Since then, every time I 
read Alvin Rosenfeld’s diary in the New York POST, I could not 
help thinking of the problem and of Dr. Stein’s article. Now Dr. 
Stein is in New York, precisely on that business. I understand from 
Dr. Stein that Dr. Granovsky of the Jewish National Fund has as- 
sured her of JNF land for the project.

DETROIT—Henry Ford Il, whose grand- 
father carried on one of the most violent one- 
man anti-Semitic campaigns in U. S. history, 
disclosed this week that his giant company had 
extended special credits to permit Israel to buy 
$4,000,000 worth of vitally-needed buses and 
trucks. 

Young Ford said that the Ford Motor Co. 
will start immediate production on the order, 
the negotiation of which was disclosed this 
week, according to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. The purchase involves about 1,800 
vehicles. 

The negotiations also involve plans for a 
Ford assembly plant in the Haifa area, which 
will use only parts produced in Israel. 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president of Israel, 
told Ford about the new state’s acute trans-

TORONTO—Over the objections of Conservative Congregation

council began a search this week 


for a new site for a proposed new synagogue while it continued its 
ban against the original site chosen by the congregation. 


The township council named 
site outside the township. 

The site which the township 
council banned is half a_ block 
from Holy Blossom, a big Reform 
temple, and about six blocks from 
a newlystarted synagogue cf Con- 
gregation Beth Sholom, which is 
also Conservative. 

Strictly Ex-officio 

Eric Baker, the deputy reeve, 
said that Beech was acting strict- 
lf in an ex-officio apacity. Beach 
in accepting the chore, said he 
was doing so partly because Judge 
Samuel Factor, chairman of the 
Goel Tzedec board, has informed 
him, Beach said, that the syna- 
gogue would be “glad” to build 
outside the township if it could 
find a suitable site. 


Beach said there was a suitable 
site in nearby Forest Hills and 
that he would ask the township 
council there for permission tor 
Goel Tzedec to build. 


Beach disclosed that the Forest 
Hills site was privately owned 
but that he did not think Tzedec 
would have any trouble buying it. 

Bert Gedfrey, Goel Tzedec 
congregation president, rejected 
the proposal in advance. 

He said Goel Tzedec would not 
accept any other site, adding that 
before the York township site 
was purchased, the congregation 
surveyed the entire area and de- 
termined that the Bathhurst- War- 
wick site was the only suitable 
one. 

The ban involved charges of 
religious bias against the town- 
srip council, which were denied 
by the council and by Beth Sho- 
Jom.

independent” Israel, a “people’s 
fight” against anti-Semitism, a 
“mass struggle” against the re- 
Nazification policies of the Tru- 
man Administration, “democracy” 
in American Jewish life and sim- 
ilar charges. 


The editorial did not mention 
the recent ouster of the Detroit 
chapter of the Congress nor the 
formation of a “Committee for 
a Democratic American Jewish 
Congress. 

In dealing with the charges, the 
editorial discussed at length only 
the “utter hypocracy of Commun- 
ists” in respect to Israel.

REFORM JUDAISM MIGHT BE ANSWER 
TO RELIGIOUS NEEDS IN ISRAEL 


By HELEN COHEN 

VERYONE, including Reform Judaism itself agrees that Reform 

Judaism was not able to counter-balance the Christian en- 
yironment which surrounded Jews in America. 

But that does not prove that a liberal conception of Judaism 
ean’t succeed in Israel, 

We must not forget that as fair as America 
tries to be to the Jew, it still remains a Christian 
eommunity. As objective as its public school text- 
pooks are, they still are written by Christians. Do 
you recall—_I do— the statement in one of your 
history books that Jews are not an “original, crea- 
tive’ group? Who said so? And what did the 
history books have to say on the subject of 
pogroms? And not only in the school, but on the 
street, in the movies, on the radio—the Christian 
environment is solid and strong. 

In Israel, the picture should be very different. In Israel, 
Jewish children can read history, which is just as objective, 
from a Jewish point of view. Their education, indeed their 
entire life, will have a different flavor. 

I feel that in Israel, some form of liberal Judaism has great 
possibilities. I think credit should be given where credit is due. 
And the fact is indisputable that Reform Judaism, whatever its 
mistakes in judgement, is the only body which has had the courage 
and the ability to make changes. Orthodoxy has not made any 
change. Conservative Judaism is stuck in the mire of indecision, 
hesitant to take a single step and only accepting change as it is 
forced upon it. For any positive program Conservative Judaism 
has officially acknowledged, it may as well go back to the Ortho- 
dox fold. 

Hasn’t Reform shown that it remained a liberal group, when 
ft called for a return to once discarded customs? And, as part of 
this return, are there not many Reform rabbis who are Recon- 
structionists, which is the boldest idea yet to come out of Conserva- 
tive Judaism? 

One other detail in giving credit where credit is due. I wonder 
if you have figured out just how much we owe to the able Reform 
rabbis in our fight for a Jewish State? 

All of which adds up to one question: Have we been so busy 
purying Reform Judaism here that we haven’t stopped to see its 
potentialities in a sympathetic environment?

It is de- 
rived from the small community 
of Zwillenberg (population 132) 
near Friedberg in Upper Bavaria. 
In the Jewish vernacular, Zillen- 
berg was pronounced Zwillen- 
berg, which made a little more 
sense. 

Round about Zillenberg = are 
the celebrated cities of Augsburg, 
Regensburg and Nurnberg from 
which Jews were barred for sev- 
eral centuries. Three hundred 
years ago the dispossessed Jew- 
ish population of these cities 
took refuge in small communities 
nearby where they were tolerated 
and often befriended by the sov- 
ereign princes and dukes of small 
independent territories.

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The Editor’s Chair 

WHEN SOME months ago, 
Sidney Wallach, public relations 
counsel] for the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism, asked if we would 
print a weekly column by him, 
I answered that he ought to 
leave well enough alone, and not 
embarrass me by such a request. 
This was at the time when we 
were under bombardment for the 
coverage we gave the annual con- 
vention of the Council. 

Sidney is back at it again. But 
this time we have the perfect 
alibi. We're running a slim 
paper during the summer. Since 
The Post, even with 12 national 
pages, is top-heavy with column- 
ists, it would be the poorest kind 
of newspaper judgement to divert 
some of our sorely needed space 
for news to another columnist, 
no matter hew geod. 

But in Sidney’s case, excellence 
is not involved, as we all know. 
Sidney's position is that although 
we may fair the Council in our 
news treatment (I.don’t know 
whether the Council feels that 
way about The Post now or not— 
I do know that they did kill at 
least one good advertising ac- 
count for us) our columnists with- 
out exception are bitterly anti- 
Council and rabidly pro-Zionist. 

So I’ve written Sidney that he

I'm glad to give Sidney a few 
tips. In his first column, he 
should take up the matter of the 
National Community Relations 
Advisory Council (NCRAC) and 
its concern with the Council's 
permitting itself to be the spring- 
board for the charge of dual loy- 
alty against Jewish Zionists in 
the U. S. Readers of The Post 
will remember that the NCRAC 
is currently conducting a refer- 
endum among its local constitu- 
ents to decide on issuing a con- 
demnation of the Council for 
making that false charge. 

Perhaps Sidney also will take 
up the matter of religious affilia- 
tion of Council members. At the 
recent Council convention in Chi- 
cago, a resolution urging syna- 
gogue support and attendance 
was passed. The Post waited sev- 
eral months and then set its cor- 
respondents all over the U. S. to 
checking. They came up with ex- 
actly the results all of us expect- 
ed. Most rabbis never see a Coun- 
cil member at services. In fact 
the findings for Chicago, the re- 
sults of which came in too late 
to be included in the survey, 
showed exactly 15 Council mem- 


s 


bers among the nearly 6,000 mem- 
bers of eight Reform temples in 
that city. 


If the resolution’s effect was 
generally expected to be nil, 
then why go to all the trouble 
of a costly, nation-wide survey? 
The answer is this: Now that 
Israel is a reality, the Council— 
like every other national Jew- 
ish organization—is turning its 
gaze toward the domestic scene, 
the U. S. Jewish community. 
The survey shows then’ what 
the Council can expect from 
its membership when it stops 

fighting Israel. 


Iam sure that the Council 
won’t appreciate my concern over 
its future, nor will it appreciate 
free advice. But my concern with 
the Council falls into two categor- 
ies. One is that Council members 
are becoming embittered against 
the Jewish community and con- 
sequently are going to be under 
more and more compulsion to 
drop out of the community alto- 
gether. 


A good riddance, many readers 
will say, but I disagree. Many 
capable Jewish leaders are align- 
ed with the Council because they 
Sincerely believe its program to 
be based on an accurate analysis 
of the present Jewish position. 


Lessing Rosenwald was president 
of his local Jewish federation (in 
Philadelphia) for about eight 
years. Eddie Tonkon is active in 
Dallas; George Levenson and 
Richard Sloss in San Francisco, 
and so on, just to name a few. 


My second concern is in con- 
nection with the natural tendency 
of defeated minorities. They tend 
to become more and more radical 
and less and less responsible. Em- 
bittered against the Zionists, the 
Council makes the wild charge— 
and then broadcasts it to the na- 
tion’s daily press—that Jews are 
guilty of a loyalty to Israel over 
that of first concern for the U.S. 

Several years ago, the Coun- 
cil would have looked with ab- 
horence on such a procedure 
but now it is a commonplace 
tactic for it. 


Readers of this paper know 
that good Zionists are quarreling 
among themselves over the very 
issues that so disturb the Coun- 
cil. At the last convention of the 
Conservative rabbis, it was de- 
cided to devise a new flag to re- 
place the Zionist flag at Jewish 
gatherings. The new flag will 
have nothing to do with Israel 
and will be strictly a religious 
banner. In connection with Hati- 
kvah, it was pointed out that this 
was a song of the new state and 
it was unseemly for U. S. citi- 
zens to sing it. 


Currently, you'll notice in The 
Post that there is a fight over 
whether we should accept the 
status of second class citizens and 


smother any attempt to build a 
strong and sizable Chalutz move- 
ment of U. S. Jewish pioneers for 
Israel. So far there is no U. S. 
Chalutz movement of any impor- 
tant size and the opposition to 
such a movement is certainly for- 
midable. 


The way for the Council not to 
have its way is for it to come out 
with a blast at the Chalutz move- 
ment. This will infuriate every- 
body else and many who other- 
wise might be inclined to agree 
with Mr. Rosenwald on this point, 
will join supporters of the Cha- 
lutziut just to spite Mr. Rosen- 
wald. 


So my advice to the Council is 
te go out of business. There is 
no longer anything for it to do. 
Of course it takes courage, but 
if the main consideration is the 
welfare of U. S. Jewry, then I 
don’t see how the Council can ar- 

rive at any other conclusion. 


Let The Jackals Run For Their Holes! 


HE jackals are beginning to whine now 

that the matter of chalutziut as an obli- 
gation of the U. S. Jewish community to Israel 
has been made an open issue. 

When the N. Y. TIMES last September fea- 
tured prominently a call from Arthur A. Cal- 
well, Australian Minister of Immigration, for 
one million American GIs “to settle in Austra- 
lia,” did Seymour Tilchin of the Detroit Jewish 
CHRONICLE wield his fiery pen denouncing 
Mr, Calwell? Did William Zukerman of the Jew- 
ish World News Service rise to protect the 
defenseless GIs? 

And the American Council for Judaism—did 
it call a mass meeting in Madison Square Gar- 
den to vent its feelings against this outrage? 
Was the dual loyalty issue raised and was it 
recommended that Australia be returned to the 
aborigines? 

Of course not! 

None of these defenders of U. S. citizenship 
so much as mounted a squeal. It smacks of he- 
roism when a non-Jew leaves the relative opu- 
lence of his own land to cast his lot with a 
struggling new nation. For young Americans to 
go to Australia was following in the footsteps 
of their pioneering forefathers. To conquer the 
wilds of the Australian hinterlands (for gain 
and not for idealism, as in the case of Israel) 
was laudable. 

But, in Mr. Tilchin’s words, for young Amer- 
ican Jews to do the same thing for Israel is 
traitorous. 

Building a strong chalutziut movement in the 


U. S.—so that for a period of three or four 
years more or less, at least 10,000 young U. §, 
Jews with the technological skills and the 
strong feeling for democracy that is our inher. 
itance will go to Israel annually—is a “threat 
to the well-being of American Jewry which .., 
will rightly be stigmatized as disloyal by friendg 
and enemies alike,” says Mr. Tilchin. 

The tragedy of the position assumed by Mr, 
Tilchin and Mr. Zukerman (the simile is delih. 
erate) is that it is taking the Jewish commun. 
ity back to the 1920’s, when all of us were 
afraid to espouse the cause of the Negro, or 
to fight against quotas in our universities; 
when the principal tactics of Jewish groups wag 
to go see someone with influence instead of 
open and public action. 

We all thought it was glorious for non-Jews 
to hasten to Israel to fight alongside the Jews 
against the Arabs, 

Now the fighting is just as crucial. But 
Jews mustn’t lead the call. 

This paper knows that the United States is 
the country which has given the lives of its 
young to establish democracies all over the 
world. This nation will be the more glorious, 
and the U. S, Jewish community will have 
learned the real lesson of U.S. democracy, if 
in this hour of Israel’s need, it urges its Jewish 
youth to answer the call and cast its lot with 
the infant republic and do its share to build a 
democratic bastion in the Near East. 


Let the jackals run for their holes. 


Beware Of The CJF WF 


R. S. Margoshes’ call to Zionists to resist 
the growing power of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds 
(CJFWF) and to combat the “move of the 
welfare funds to seize the reins of Jewish life” 
is anomalous. 
In most communities today the Zionists 
control the local federations and welfare funds. 


For years now, Zionists have been able to get 
almost everything they wanted from their lo- 
cal constituent city-wide bodies, 

In other words, the CJFWF is practically as 


Zionist, to all intents and purposes, as the ZOA, 
In other words, Dr. Margoshes is urging the 
Zionists to fight the Zionists. 


Current Comment 


Crux of debate is whether Zionism is to be 
a humanitarian, philanthropic movement or a 
hysterical nationalism, says William Zuker- 
man, editor of Jewish World News Service— 
Two views by two representative American 
Zionists made public recently indicate that at 
last the confusion which has reigned in Ameri- 
can Zionist circles since the emergence of Is- 
rael, is beginning to rise and people are begin- 
ning to see clearly the crucial question facing 
American Zionism today. 

The question is: Is American Zionism to be 
a philanthropic movement whose purpose is to 
help establish in Israel a home for those home- 
less Jews who are in need of it, or is American 
Zionism to become a nationalistic movement 
which considers Israel as the home of all Jews, 
including American? 

Phrased differently, the same question can 
be asked: Are American Zionists to help build 
up Israel as a home for others, or also for 
themselves? Is American Zionism to be a hu- 
manitarian or a nationalistic movement? 

The question was raised recently not theor- 
etically, but practically. A movement has been 
started in this country for a large settlement of 
American Jewish young men and women to go 
to Israel as “Halutzim” (settlers) and ex- 
change their American home—the home of 
their birth—for Israel, the home of their nation- 
alistic aspirations. Some hysterical speeches 
were made and somg fanatical articles were 
written to the effect that an American Jew 
who does not go personally to Israel to help 
the country, even if he helps financially in a 
generous way, is not a Zionist. 

To this chauvinistic zealotry, the Detroit 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, a Zionist weekly of 
that city, answered editorially (Jne 30), in the 
following strong words: 

“Any attempt to foster a large scale move- 
ment of American young men and women to go 
to Israel is an INFAMY AND A THREAT TO 
THE WELL-BEING OF AMERICAN JEWRY, 
who must not be bled of its young leaders who 
will rightly be stigmatized as DISLOYAL BY 
FRIENDS AND ENEMIES ALIKE. Let us re- 
main sympathizers, good Americans and fine 
Jews withal Zionists, because we can love Israel 
with deep devotion without having to make a 
trip there to prove it. Let us, Americans, be the 
Chalutzim of the spirit, and let those who have 
no land and no citizenship be the Chalutzim of 
the flesh.” 

A statement by another leading Zionist of 
New York appeared a few days later in DER 






TOG of July 2. The author, Dr. S. Margoshes, 
a well-known Zionist writer and official spokes- 
man for the new Zionist administration, de. 
nounced an article which appeared in the New 
York JEWISH REVIEW which took the same 
Stand as did the Detroit JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
It said as follows: 


“There is gne fundamental basis of Zionism; 
and it is WORLD JEWISH UNITY. If we help 
Israel solely out of humanitarianism and _ phil- 
anthropy, why not extend equal help to China, 
or India, or, indeed, the Arabs? Zionism. is an 
ideological movement, not a do-good society. It 
is firmly founded in the conviction that Jews 
the world over are one people sharing a com- 
mon fate. This includes one hundred per cent 
native American Jews as well as East-European 
Jews.” 


The issue is not whether American Jews are 
to do everythipg in their power to help in the 
building up of Israel. On this there is no di- 
vision of opinion now in American Jewry. The 
real question is something altogether different. 
It is: For whom and by whom is Israel to be 
built up? For the persecuted and homeless 
Jewish refugees of Europe and the Arab coun- 
tries? Or for Jews the world over, including 
those of the United States? Who is it that needs 
a home in Israel? Those who are physically 
homeless? Or all the Jews of the world who are 
(according to the nationalistic theory) poten- 
tially homeless? Are American Jews to be gen 
erous donors to Israel for other, less fortunate, 
homeless brethren? Or are they to build a home 
for themselves too? 


This is the crux of the matter: Is American 
Zionism to be what it was at its foundation and 
for thirty years afterwards—a humanitarian 
and philanthropic movement? Or is it to become 
a nationalistic movement for American Jews 
with all the paraphernalia of Europe—the 
“Halutzim.” Exodus, hysterical rush of capital 
and men? Is American Zionism, after it has 
lost its political function, to embark upon a new 
propaganda task of preparing the minds of 
American Jews that they, too, like the German 
and other European Jews, are in the country of 
their birth only on a temporary stay and that 
eventually they, too, will have to move to Is- 
rael? It is good to see that the Zionist move 
ment is divided on this question. New Yerk 
Zionists seem to be for an all-out nationalism. 
Elsewhere, Zionists are for the old-fashioned 
American Zionism. The issue is clarified, and 
the decision is not far off.

WINNIPEG—A 10-foot cross is now being trans- 
ferred from hand to hand by Roman Catholics 
throughout Europe in a major propaganda bid to 
focus public attention on the alleged dangers to Holy 
Places in Jerusalem, it was reported last week. 

Mort Forer, writing in the Jewish POST of Winni- 
peg, said the cross, which was hoisted above Mount 
Calvary in Jerusalem at the start of its journey, may 
be brought to the United States and Canada. 

He said the effort “may yet prove to bé one of the 
most effective propaganda firebrands in the hands of 


those who are anxious over 
salem’s Holy Places.”

RED ARMY BETRAYED JEWS, POLES 
ALIKE IN THE BATTLE OF WARSAW 


THE STARS BEAR WITNESS, BY BERNARD GOLD- 
STEIN; TRANSLATED AND EDITED BY LEONARD 
SHATZKIN, 295 PAGES, VIKING PRESS, $3.50.

MUST admit to an initial dis- 
 ptenieaann in this book. The 
blurb, title, endpapers, and intro- 
duction lead the readers to expect 
a book about the battle of the 
Warsaw Ghetto. Actually ‘The 
Stars Bear Witness” is the story 
of the five years of the German 
occupation; aS such it naturally 
takes in the nearly two months 
when the remnant of Jews inside 
the Ghetto defied the Nazi power, 
but this is only 
an episode in Mr. 
Goldstein’s book, 
and not the work 


itself. 
On its own 
terms, “The 


Stars Bear Wit- 
ness” is an en- 
grossing and re- 
warding account. & , a 
The author was a leader of the 
Bund, the General Jewish Social- 
ist Labor Union of Poland. As 
such he observed the workings, 
shiftings and ineptitude of the 
Polish government, shot through 
with reaction and anti-Semitism. 
When the Germans sliced through 
Poland in 1939, Goldstein was 
among those who wanted to make 
a stand in Warsaw. Instead the 
capital was declared an open city, 
and then at the last moment the 
stand was reversed and Warsaw 
defended. 


The next five years were the 
years of the great massacre. In 
some myths Hell is a icy place. 
The Nazi evil was a cold, passion- 
less evil, almost impossible to 
comprehend. Poland conquered, 
they set out slowly—but not me- 
thodically, for German efficiency 
is a fantasy based on the German 
love for bookkeeping, documents 
and pigeonholes—to kill six mil- 
lion Jews. First regulation, then 
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segregation, finally extermination. 
With false starts, cancelled or- 
ders, sudden spurts of ruthless- 
ness and periods of comparative 
lassitude. 


When the half million Jews who 
had been herded into the Ghetto 
were reduced to 40,000 by drafts 
into slavery or the gaschambers 
of Treblinka and Auschwitz, Gold- 
stein was one of those dispatched 
to the “Aryan” side of the walls 
to secure arms for the remnant. 
Revolvers and bottles of gasoline 
to use against tanks, machineguns 
heavy artillery and poison gas. 

The Germans did not use poi- 
son gas in World War II—not of- 
ficially or against enemies who 
might have cylinders of their own 
to retaliate with. But to extermin- 
ate Jews in the Ghetto, or who 
had crawled into the sewers in a 
last attempt to escape their tor- 
mentors, well, that wasn’t war— 
just typical Nazi fun. 

From the outside, Mr. Goldstein 
Saw the desperate uprising when 
the Germans sealed the Ghetto 
gates on Seder Night 1943. The 
Nazis entered to haul off another 
batch of victims and were met 
with shots. For weeks the author 
saw the smoke rise as block after 
block of houses were burned and 
he heard the news of the deaths 
of his friends and comrades. 

The Germans naturally feared 
that the incredible Jewish resist- 
ance might inspire an uprising 
of the Poles, but the followers of 
General Bor marked time until

Then they struck, 
and ironically hoped for help 
from the Russians across the Vis- 
tula as the Jews had hoped—not 
too confidently—of help from 
them. The Russians also waited 
until the Polish rebellion was 
crushed before capturing the city 
and ending the German occupa- 
tion. 

“The Stars Bear Witness” has 
some very interesting sidelights 
on the Christian temper of those 
years. As always, there was that 
strange handful of gentiles who 
were willing to risk everything to 
help Jews. Then there were the 
larger number who seemed to 
have no particular animus, and 
the still larger group who said 
complacently, ‘“Hitier is doing our 
work for us.” Finally there was 
that section of the Polish under- 
ground which was fanatically an- 
ti-Semitic and roamed about kill- 
ing Jews the Nazis missed. 

It was a dreadful and. ghastly 
five years, a period in which mil- 
lions of men behaved as though 
possessed by devils. Mr. Goldstein 
has given us a few more of the 
details of this history, a history 
which, though we know the facts, 
still makes us apply the adjec- 
tive, unbelieveable. 





Three Western Zones 
Order Restitution Law

McCloy Wants Jews 
To Stay In Germany 


HEIDELBERG, Germany — 
John J. McCloy, U. S. High Com- 
missioner-designate for Germany 
said this week that he_ thought 
Jews should stay in Germany be- 
cause one of the tests by which 
the new Western German state 
will be judged by the world “will 
be its attitude toward the Jews 
and how it treats them.” 


McCloy told a conference of 
German Jewish delegates from 
the Western zones and Berlin that 
to accept the idea that Jews can- 
not live in Germany and prosper 
“would be to deny the possibility 
of developing democracy in Ger- 
many.” 

For those reasons, he said, he 
thought it was important that 
a permanent Jewish community 
should again develop in Ger- 
many. 


Authorities have indicated that 
all the German Jews who want to 
go to Israel have departed and 
that the remaining 60,000 Jews 
in Western Germany are com- 
posed of two groups.

PHILADELPHIA (NJP)—Following a pattern set at similar 
hearings before the Zoning board of Cheltenham township, Jews 
were the loudest and largest group of objectors to a petition to open 


a branch Reform religious school 


and synagogue. 


The petition was submitted by the Rodelph Shalom and Kene- 


seth Israel temples. It was heard 
by the same board which listened 
in similar petitions from Con- 
servative congregations Beth 
Sholom and Adath Jeshurun. 
These two congregations plan to 
open schools and branch synago- 
gues in the suburban area just 
north of Philadelphia to take care 
of members who live in this area, 
which is a considerable distance 
from their synagogues. 
OK For Part Of It 

The Zoning board approved the 
Adath Jeshurun school but ban-. 
ned use of the building the con- 
pregation acquired for a synago- 
gue. The Beth Sholom petition 
is still awaiting action. 


Rodelph Shalom and Keneseth 
Israel presented their petition at 
a hearing last week before three 
members of the Zoning board, 
none Jewish. 


They gave as their reasons the 
same as those of Beth Sholom 
and Adath Jeshurun. Many of 
their members live in the town- 
ship and are too far away for reg- 
ular attendance at services and 
for their children to attend Sun- 
day school and religious school.

Congress Bill May Bring End 
Of U.S. Charges In Arms Cases 


Israel Arah DP Stand 


TEL AVIV, Israel—Mounting 
Unite States pressure has forced 
the Israeli Government to yield a 
major bargaining point in bids 
for permanent peace with its 
neighbors, in connection with re- 
admittance of Arab refugees, it 
appeared this week. 

Foreign Minister Moshe Shar- 
ett told the Assembly Monday 
night that the Israeli delegation 
to the United Nationals Palestine 
Conciliation Commission at Lau- 
sanne had been instructed to ex- 
plain Israel’s contribution toward 
settlement of the Arab DP prop- 
lem, 

Sharett did not discuss the 
100,000 figure which the N. Y. 
TIMES reported as being the ex- 
tent of Israel’s readiness to aid 
in the problem. 

He insisted that the question 
of readmittance depended on a 
general peace settlement but he 
was sharply criticized by opposi- 
tion newspapers for disclosing 
his hand on the issue. 





British Threaten Ban 
On Kosher Meat 

LONDON (JTA)— No kosher 
meat will be produced in Eng- 
land after the end of this year 
unless approved _ slaughtering 
pens are adopted by kosher 
slaughtering houses, it was an- 
nounced this week in the House 
of Lords.

NEW YORK—Speculation developed here this week on whether 
a bi-partisan bill introduced in Congress July 26 would bring dis. 
missal of a federal indictment against a group of U. S. Jews charged 


with smuggling arms to Palestine 


during the recent Arab invasion, 


The bill would grant amnesty to those who fought in or shipped 


arms to the Near East during the 
fighting. 

Loss of citizenship is the pen- 
alty for service in foreign arm- 
ed forces and arms shipment is 
a criminal offense. 

The bill provides that those who 
fought for Israel, or for any of 
the Arab invaders wuld regain 
their citizenship by taking a na- 
turalization oath. It would relieve 
those who shipped arms to the 
area of prosecution. 

Waive All Penalties 

The bill proposes that the us- 
ual penalties be waived for the 
period from Sept. 15, 1947 to Jan, 
31, 1949, 

Since there are no known cases 
of U.S. citizens fighting for the 
Arab invaders. sources here point- 
ed out, the bill obviously was de- 
signed to help those U. S. citizens, 
Jews and non-Jews, who fought 
against the Arabs or supplied 
arms to the Jews, 

Trial of a group of defendants 
on arms smuggling is scheduled 
to open Aug. 8 in Los Angeles. 
Eight persons were indicted on 
eharges of smugling planes and 


parts to Israel. Seven have sur. 
rendered to authorities. (NJP 
June 17) 

The proposed immunity period 
in the bill before Congress would 
cover the cases of Charles Win. 
ters. former army flyer and non, 


Jew, of Miami, and Irwin Schind. 
ler of New York. 


Winters is appealing a $10,000 
fine and a heavy prison term and 
Schindler received a suspended 
sentence on pleas of guilty to an 
indictment returned in Miami.
